Chapter School head Sue Dore said she would 
be furious if Medway council goes ahead with 
plans to shut her school and nearby Temple 
School to form a vocational academy in Strood. 

She said: “The suggested merger is not good 
news. We have 1,100 pupils and have been building 
successfully year on year. Why do we need to close? 

“The proposal would lose everything Chapter 
has stood for. 

“We're concerned about losing the school ethos 
which we've built up over the years. We care for 
each other, support one another when things go 
wrong and celebrate together when things go well. 

“An academy would give us great buildings, 
which would be lovely to have — but we'd lose that 
family ethos.

DAME Kelly Holmes opened 
a new sports hall and com- 
puter suite at Lower 
Halstow Primary School last 
week which teachers hope 
will become an asset to the 


whole community. 

The Olympic double-gold medallist 
visited the school last Thursday, chat- 
ting with children and teachers, fol- 
lowing the opening ceremony. 

Head teacher Cathy Walker said: 
“She was fantastic — very open, very 
welcoming — the children weren’t 
fazed by her at all. 

“She joined in with activities and 
answered questions; it was so good to 
see a celebrity willing to do that.” 

Dame Kelly spoke to the children 
about their sporting interests, and 
took a tour of the school and its new 
facilities with teachers and represen- 
tatives from Kent County Council. 

As well as a new hall, the new exten- 
sion includes a computer suite, plus a 
library. The project also saw a remod- 
elling of the school building for easier 
access and computers and white- 
boards for all classrooms. 

It is hoped the sports hall, financed 
by Kent County Council, Sport 
England and Lottery Sport grants, 
will enable the school and local com-

to oppose

COUNCIL chiefs have 
revealed plans to merge two 
secondary schools in Strood 
into a new £25 million voca- 
tional academy — a first for 
Medway. 


The proposal would see Temple 
School and Chapter School combined 
and expanded to offer courses such 
as baby care and engineering. 

But the move is set to be controver- 
sial with parents, as Temple boys’ 
school recorded the worst GCSE 
results in England’s education 
league tables published in January, 
whereas Chapter girls’ school has a 
good academic record. 

The new multi-million pound acad- 
emy would be based on the site of 
Chapter school and funded directly 
through government and private 
sponsorship. 

If agreed by Medway council’s cabi- 
net next Tuesday planners would 
start working towards an opening 
date of September 2009. 

Councillor Les Wicks said the vision 
is for an academy which provides a 
wide range of academic and vocation-

al courses, with enhanced sporting 
and IT facilities for a school roll of 
between 1,200 and 1,400 pupils. 

He said: “Chapter school is already 
a successful and popular school and 
results at Temple have shown a good 
improvement this year, although 
there is work to be done to bring boys’ 
results in line with the girls in Strood. 

“We are looking to the future to 
ensure all our young people have 
access to first class facilities. One of 
the council’s main priorities is to give 
children the best start in life.” 

Medway council’s children’s servic- 
es chief Rose Collinson said: “We've 
been concerned about the standards 
achieved by Temple students for 
some time. 

“We've been working with the 
school to help them improve and this 
year’s results show a pleasing upturn 
on last year. 

“However, we want to see a greater 
and sustained improvement than we 
have been able to achieve so far. 

“We are confident these proposals 
will provide leading edge educational

opportunities for boys and girls in 
Strood.” 

Council chiefs said the schools 
would continue to operate on two 
sites until all the work is complete for 
the September 2009 opening.

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Artist reveals meaning behind his tribe 


It's a cross 
to bear for 


scarecrows 


THE mysterious scarecrow figures 
pitched up at Fort Amherst during 
the summer are believed to signify 
a field of fallen soldiers. 


Finnish craftsman Reijo Kela revealed to 
this newspaper that the 130-strong Hei People 
has a hidden meaning. 

He said: “People often ask what precisely the 
idea behind the Hei People is. Is it a state of 
psychological withdrawal? Or forgotten people? 

“I don’t want to provide an answer. Each 
viewer is free to come to their own conclusions. 

“It may, however, be of interest to learn that 
if the Hei People were to be completely 
undressed there would remain a great num- 
ber of wooden crosses standing in the field.” 

The scarecrows appeared at the Chatham 
fort in the run-up to July’s Tour de France and 
moved on to a field near Queenborough on the 
Isle of Sheppey. 

During their stay they were vandalised by 
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gangs of yobs who tore the tribe apart and even 
threw one into the River Medway. 

Reijo drew inspiration for the People from 
his 1988 piece The Silent People of Kainuu, 
which saw 1,000 peat-headed beings erected 
in a field near his birthplace, Suomussalmi, in 
northern Finland. 

Their visit to north Kent was their first trip 
abroad, but despite the mindless destruction 
Reijo has no regrets about bringing his tribe. 

He said: “I always considered the project as 
a social experiment and was aware of the risk 
of vandalism. 

“After the incidents I did feel angry at first, 
mostly on behalf of all the volunteers who 
spent countless hours putting the installations 
up and looking after the People.

“But I soon realised that a few mindless van- 
dals could not ruin the great positive impact 
the installations had already created. 

“The People moved on from their last 
location on the Isle of Sheppey earlier this 
month but will appear again in another secret 
location sometime in the autumn. Keep your 
eyes open for their arrival.” 

Reijo admitted that the Hei People project was 
back-breaking work — taking 1,200 hours to put 
up the 646 figures so far seen in north Kent. 
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Club promotes healthier living 


DOZENS of people attended the launch of a 
new community club in Twydall which encour- 
ages users to have more active lifestyles. 

The 4Life club is open to families and individ- 
uals of all ages at Holy Trinity Church Hall in 
Twydall Lane. 

It is being run by Medway council public 
health team to get people trying out new activ- 
ities combined with healthier diets. 

For last Thursday’s launch, from 10am to 4pm 
visitors could get information from a number of 
stands, watch belly dancing demonstrations, 
and take part in art, crafts and pottery lessons. 

The 4Life club has been set up with the sup- 


port of Project Champion, a European Union 
funded cross-border scheme to bring improve- 
ments in community health in Medway and 
Grande-Synthe in Dunkirk. 

The first 4Life club was launched in Chatham 
in January and now has 130 members taking 
part in music classes, tai chi and a walking 
group. 

Sally-Ann Ironmonger, from Medway’s public 
health team, said: “Medway has a higher 
obesity level than the national average, so we 
have been working on a number of projects to 
encourage families to enjoy healthier diets 
allied to increased leisure activities.” 
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Stressed commuters in 
Call to lift smoking ban 


SMOKING may be allowed at 
railway stations again as stressed 
out commuters demand a rethink 


on the ban. 

Passengers have bombarded the office of 
Transport Secretary Ruth Kelly, saying the ban on 
lighting up in the open air at stations is ridiculous. 

Stations at Chatham, Rochester, Rainham 
and Gillingham all have a huge volume of 
commuters using London-bound services. 

And passengers say the smoking ban adds to 
stress when trains are delayed or cancelled — 
and journey times drastically increased. 

The move has the backing of former Health 
Secretary John Reid whose moderate plans to 
curb smoking in public places were scrapped in 
favour of more drastic measures when he was 
moved in a cabinet reshuffle. 

Mr Reid said: “I have always favoured a 
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degree of choice for adults and thought we have 
to be careful not to ban smoking everywhere.” 

Another factor behind the proposed rethink is a 
drastic drop in revenue for station cafes with out- 
side tables since the ban came into force on July1. 

So Miss Kelly has asked her staff to draw up 
plans for “limited smoking zones” on platforms 
which would not inconvenience other rail users. 

However, any proposed reform is expected 
to meet serious opposition from current Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson and Network Rail con- 
tinues to support a blanket ban, saying it “puts 
the interest of all customers first.” 

A Department of Health spokesman added: 
“Our private poll shows the majority oppose any 
weakening of the ban.” 

The proposed move comes as Keep Britain

“Officers followed up numerous lines of 
enquiries including the gathering of forensic 
evidence and viewing CCTV. 

“In the course of these investigations the 
allegation of the serious sexual assault was 
withdrawn. In light of this a woman was 
arrested on suspicion of wasting police time.”

The late Michael Powell, who 
wrote, produced and directed the 
film, was from Bekesbourne, near 
Canterbury and was educated at 
Kings School until he was 13. 

His widow, Oscar winner Thelma 
Schoonmaker, was introduced to 
Powell by Scorsese, and now edits 
the American’s cinematic block- 
busters, most recently the academy 
award-winning The Departed.

Scorsese, a lifelong fan of 
Powell's, was invited to record the 
foreword by event organisers 
BBC South East. The screening 
aims to raise money for the cathe- 
dral which is in desperate need of 
a £50 million restoration. 

The film’s female lead Sheila 
Sim, now Lady Attenborough, is 
also attending the screening. 

BBC spokesman Helen Burt 
said: “The cathedral was a mas- 
sive element in the original film, 
but at the time, due to restrictions 
on using the cathedral for com- 
mercial purposes, they were not 
allowed to shoot any of it inside. 
They had to recreate the interior 
of the cathedral elsewhere, so in a 


way this showing is like a home- 
coming for the film.” 

BBC South East will broadcast 
from the cathedral as a culmina- 
tion of a series of programmes 
about Canterbury and_ the 
changes on the city over time. 

The programmes trace those 
involved in the making of the 
1944 film, including cast and 
extras, many of whom will be 
present at tonight’s screening. 

Powell’s A Canterbury Tale is a 
reworking of Chaucer’s epic 14th 
century tale. 

Set in wartime Kent and filmed 
on location in the city, it tells the 
story of an American army ser- 
geant, a British soldier and a land 
girl who solve a bizarre mystery 
involving a stranger who pours 
glue over village girls’ hair, 
before completing their individual 
pilgrimages to the cathedral.

A THREE-day public exhibition of 
developers’ plans for the flagship 
Rochester Riverside site took

Why Twydall has become 
Medway’s forgotten estate 


SITUATED inconveniently between 
Gillingham and Rainham, and with 
about as much nominal recognition 
as Rainham Mark, Twydall is a part 
of Medway often forgotten by resi- 


dents and councillors alike. 

Road repairs, street lighting, rubbish collec- 
tion and road cleaning are just some of the jobs 
Medway council is responsible for, but, no mat- 
ter how much money is invested in the above, it 
always seems as though other areas come first 
in the bidding war’ for use of these services. 

Is this really the case? And are the three 
Twydall councillors, all members of the largest 
opposition party on Medway council, working 
as hard as they could be in championing the 
rights of the humble Twydall resident? I would 
suggest that the answer to the above cannot 
be seen in black and white. 

For on the one hand it is true that councillors 
from all parties are constantly fighting each 
other with words and campaigns. For example, 


# 


the Liberal Democrats recently presented a 
petition calling for residents-only parking in 
Westerham Close, while the Labour council- 
lors concentrated on extending their claws in 
the direction of the ruling party. 

What was the council’s response to this peti- 
tion? “This road does not currently fall within 
a controlled parking zone. However, the peti- 
tions concerns will be addressed in the main 
ward review process. 

“To try and assist the current situation, park- 
ing enforcement activity will be increased as a 
deterrent to any inconsiderate drivers and any 
vehicle parked on the double yellow lines will 
be issued with a penalty charge notice.” 

It is certainly a wordy response from council 
officers, but the basic idea of the message is that 
no such request will be granted yet — and most 
likely won't be granted even after the main 
ward review process. 

This is in contrast to Holly Road in Strood 
Rural ward, where white T-bar markings 
appeared almost overnight to deter inconsider- 
ate parking in front of the limited access to the 


path which runs parallel with the road. 

This could be seen as an example of Twydall 
being forgotten, cast aside in favour of another 
part of Medway. One could argue that, had the 
Labour councillors campaigned for this as 
well, council officers may have sat up and took 
note a little more. I beg to disagree. 

Something as intense as residents-only park- 
ing would require detailed consultation with 
residents, whereas the white T-bar markings 
are simple to install, have minimal effects on 
the surrounding area and make life slightly 
easier and safer for the residents. No amount of 
campaigning by councillors could ever change 
those facts: the earliest anything would even be 
considered would be at the main ward review. 

I think a change is needed, the Labour coun- 
cillors are viewed by some as taking the area 
for granted. They believe they as good as have 
the ward in the bag at the next local elections. 
Either they need to change their attitude, or in 
four years’ time they need to be replaced with 
people willing to stand up and proudly pro- 
claim Twydall’s existence.

Crowe back 
in the saddle

AT TIMES, controversy used to 
follow Russell Crowe around like a 
bad smell. 


Be it in a New York hotel, where he was 
accused of assaulting an employee with a 
telephone back in 2005, or his infamous row 
with producer Malcolm Gerrie at the 2002 
Bafta Awards. 

But these days, aged 43, the volatile New 
Zealand-born actor seems to have calmed 
down and happily settled with wife Danielle 
Spencer and their two sons Charlie, three, and 
one-year-old Tennyson, at his ranch in New 
South Wales, Australia. 

During a career in which he’s played such 
colourful characters as schizophrenic mathe- 
matician John Nash in A Beautiful Mind and 
brash British sea captain John Aubrey in 
Master And Commander, Russell’s continued 
to avoid taking the conventional leading man 
route with his choice of roles. 

More recently he teamed up again with 
director Ridley Scott for A Good Year and 
played boxer Jim Braddock in Cinderella 
Man. 

And although box office takings for these 
films were disappointing by the Aussie actor’s 
standards, it seems that Russell isn’t — and 
probably never will be — all that bothered. 

“IT just do things that appeal to me,” he says 
firmly. “My primary focus when I read a script 
is the same as it’s always been. What’s the 
story and what’s the character.” 

One script that made the cut for Russell is 
this week’s cowboy flick 3:10 To Yuma. In it, he 
plays tough guy outlaw Ben Wade, who is 
escorted across the desert plains by strapped- 
for-cash farmer Dan Evans (Christian Bale) to 
board a prison train and face trial in the

town’s federal court. 

“I really enjoyed the thought of the story,” 
says Russell. “The main thing is reading the 
script and seeing the dynamic of the charac- 
ters. I liked the script, and it looked like it was 
going to be fun.” 

As you'd expect, the plot doesn’t run smooth- 
ly. Wade’s being pursued by a bounty hunter, 
played by Peter Fonda, and his own gang, 
while Wade himself is continually trying to 
charm his captor into setting him free. 

“I don’t like Wade and I wouldn’t want to 
hang out with him, but I liked playing the 
guy,” says Russell. 

“T liked his forthrightness, his attitude to life 
and his hat. His trousers weren’t bad either — 
especially the leather inserts!” 

Russell also displayed talent with a gun: he 
was rumoured to be the quickest draw on set.

Go upmarket on the Algarve

THAT Cliff Richard knows a thing 
or two. So do Michael Owen and 
Ronan Keating. Not to mention 


Madonna. 

What do they know? That the Quinta do 
Lago resort on the Algarve is an irresistible 
place to relax. So irresistible, in fact, that the 
locals claim these celebs have all bought prop- 
erties here over the years. 

Indeed, Cliff is so taken with this part of 
Portugal that he’s even established a vine- 
yard, Quinta do Moinho, just up the road at 
Guia, where you can sample his wine. 

In reality, Quinta do Lago is actually a vast 
area of many different resorts and is well 
known as a haven for golf lovers. 

But it’s also a surprisingly attractive spot for 
families, as I discovered when I took my 
toddler to the Monte da Quinta Club ‘village’ 
at the southern end of Quinta do Lago, about 
a kilometre from the sea. 

With about 170 townhouses and villas in the 
club, each with its own pool, it’s like a cross 
between an upmarket Center Parcs and 
Wisteria Avenue (for fans of TV’s Desperate 
Housewives). 

With almost 100 gardeners and groundstaff 
employed on the complex, many of these cob- 
bled lanes and immaculate gardens are 
almost as high-maintenance as those well- 
heeled women of the small screen. 

Each property is privately owned — mainly by

British or Irish investors — who then let their 
houses to tourists at certain times of the year. 

With a maid coming in every day to tidy our 
villa, it didn’t take us long to realise we had 
all the benefits of staying in a hotel but with 
the independence and privacy of self-catering 
thrown in. 

Just 100 metres away is the little MQ shop- 
ping centre, which includes a stylish trattoria 
offering decent pizza and pasta takeaways. 

Not only is the clubhouse home to the large

communal indoor and outdoor pools and health 
club, it also houses Kids World. 

Children from ages three to 12 can be 
dropped off here for half-day or full-day 
sessions (20-35 euros) and can then throw 
themselves into treasure hunts, plaster 
painting, puppetry or even go on trips to the 
local zoo. 

Kids World will also arrange babysitting for 
15 euros an hour. 

Quinta do Lago is separated from the 
Atlantic Ocean by the beautiful Rio Formosa 
nature reserve, which is home to many mig- 
ratory birds. A long wooden footbridge crosses 
the estuary and links the car park, where we 
left our bikes, to the dune-backed beach. 

There, sand and surf stretches as far as the 
eye can see, the view broken only by the sight 
of windsurfers making the most of the fre- 
quent strong breezes. 

It’s a great strand for sandcastles, but the sea 
can be a bit rough — and cold — for little ones. 

It’s a good idea to bring a picnic, although 
fish fans can spoil themselves at Gigi’s, one of 
the very few restaurants along the beach and 
one of the most famous on the Algarve. 

There’s no menu as such, just a list of the 
catch, which is charged by the kilo. We went 
for grilled squid for two in a delicious garlic 
sauce at 27 euros. 

In fact this is one of the few places around 
here where you might bump into some 
Portuguese locals. That’s how good it is. 

In fact, I only began to feel a bit stressed 
again when it was time to pack up for the 
eee taxi ride to Faro airport for the flight

MICHAEL Palin is back — this 
time with a series entitled Michael 
Palin’s New Europe, in which he 
eschews the far-flung corners of 
the Earth he tackled in Sahara 
and Himalaya, to focus on our own 


continent. 

And visiting Europe ended up being just as 
kooky as his more exotic journeys, particularly 
when he ventured into Eastern Europe. 

He went through 20 countries (“some of 
them very quickly — sorry Macedonia!”) and 
was delighted to discover the region had 
changed dramatically since he travelled there 
during the 80s. 

“The misconception was it was grey and 
grim and it turned out to be very lively and 
energetic,” he says. 

Part of that, of course, is thanks to Michael’s 
trademark chats with the locals. 

He said: “It’s a deliberate process to get 
people who are basically not politicians, not 
from the local tourist group and not people 
who want to tell you about tin production,” he 
explains. “We do try to get non-experts, just 
people with something to say.” 

The still-youthful 64-year-old still has to live 
with the Python spectre which still hangs over 
this multi-faceted performer, and while his 
trips to the desert and mountains allowed him 
to be more anonymous than usual, Europe 
was a different kettle of fish. 

“In Eastern Europe, more than any of the 
other series, there were a lot of people who did 
know [me],” he admits. 

The series started last Sunday in the former 
Yugoslavia.

JOHN ELLIOTT: Property developer not only has serious doubts over the effectiveness of Home Information Packs, but he predicts an adverse impact on the property market 


Controversial property 
law gains momentum 


DESPITE little evidence that HIPs 
— Home Information Packs — are 
working successfully, or that they 
are beneficial to the property 
market, this week has seen their 
extension to include properties 


with three or more bedrooms. 

Initially, the scheme was to include all 
homes, but following heavy criticism the 
proposals were consistently watered down so 
that they could only be applied to homes with 
four bedrooms or more. 

However, the recent extension will increase 
the coverage from 22 to 70 per cent of the 
property market. But is it too much, too soon? 

Not only is it too early to evaluate the 
effectiveness of HIPs, but there has already 
been evidence that ‘speculative sellers’, or 
those who put their home on with agents to 
test the market, many of whom end up selling, 
have now been put off. 


JOHN Elliott, chief executive 

of Millwood Designer Homes, 
takes a close look at the still 

contentious introduction 

of Home Information Packs 


With the supply of homes coming on to the 
market at its lowest level for 10 years, surely 
we should be encouraging sales and not 
hindering? 

The extension to three-bedroom homes will 
only limit supply further and push up house 
prices, which have only recently started to 
settle. 

While it may not affect housebuilders such 
as myself — new homes are exempt, so long as 
they have an accredited warranty — potential 
buyers at our developments will need to be 


more organised when it comes to selling their 
existing home. 

Furthermore, purchasers part-exchanging 
homes with developers will also require a HIP, 
so, depending on how long it takes to gather 
this information, a normally quick sales 
process becomes drawn out. 

With an energy performance certificate 
being the only new piece of information that 
has come from the introduction of HIPs, 
despite purporting to contain all manner of 
legal documents, I continue to doubt that they 
have any real purpose, apart from adding to 
the coffers of Government. 

While I fully support anything designed to 
help preserve the environment, I don’t believe 
that the certificates go any way towards this 
and the cost outweighs the benefits. 

For the second-hand market the results of 
this energy performance survey may provide 
the buyers with the leverage to haggle down 
the price of the home, meanwhile costing the 
sellers even more money.

BATS, James Bond, Hugh Grant and the 
Queen -— all have been part of Cardy 
Construction’s latest and largest project: the 
restoration of the spectacular 18th century 
mansion Luton Hoo in Bedfordshire. 

The Kent construction firm, specialists in 
returning old buildings to their former glory, is 
just wrapping up a £50 million-plus restora- 
tion of the grand house that received the 
Queen on her honeymoon, and has played host 
to several high profile British films including 
Four Weddings and a Funeral and The World 
is Not Enough. 

Once complete, the building will form the 
jewel in the crown of leading luxury hotelier 
Elite Hotels. 

Kent-based Cardy’s contracts director Mike 
Stannard said: “It has certainly been one of 
our biggest projects to date.

“However, we have a great deal of experience 
in jobs of this nature, and we have a long 
standing relationship with Elite Hotels — so it 
was not such a daunting task.” 

Not only was the restoration one of the 
biggest projects Cardy have tackled, it was 
also one of the strangest. 

Mr Stannard said: “The estate is home to 
several species of bats, which are protected 
species, and breeding sites. 

“We liaised with the Department for 
Environment Food and Rural Affairs and built 
a ‘bat cave’ with 50 bat boxes to re-house bats 
found on site during the restoration project.” 

And that wasn’t the only unusual job facing 
the firm which has been working on the site 


since September 2005. 

Mr Stannard said: “One of the main 
challenges is that when you’re working on a 
building that’s more than 200-years-old you 
cannot rely on up-to-date survey information. 

“This means we had to perform a lot of inves- 
tigation work to find out if we could do things 
the way they were drawn by the designers. 

“Sometimes we found that things weren’t 
always as they seemed, which meant there 
were a few problems to overcome. 

“But that’s why we're here.” 

On top of that, the sheer scale of the project 
was breathtaking. Cardy’s builders installed 
175,000 metres of cabling, used one million 
bricks in new buildings, restored 27 chimney 
stacks and indented more than 3,500 pieces 
of new stone into the external walls of the 
mansion house.
